More Library Space 

THE KEDPATH LIBRARY h.is for ycnrs 
boon vorpiiijr noavov and no!ii\M" si 
point of ovorcrowdinpr and it is now ovi- 
dont that tho timo hn? c-omo when ,<omo 
means must bo found 1o alloviato tho l;;cl< 
of accommodation for tlio overflow. Of 
counie it i.s no easy matter to suddenly 
find lodffinp room for a constant influx 
of books, and wo fool sure that the Library 
Committee is doinjr ovorythinp in its power 
to find some ansA\or ;o tlio conundrum ci 
spaco. Another thing that must be con- 
.sidcred is the cost of building an annex 
— in these days evon with Carnegie 
Trusts and philanthropic funds of all sorts 
it is often difficult to obtain the necessary 
resources. A method that might be given 
considerjition is that of reserving funds 
out of the library allotmeni. This. \vc 
believe, has. like most financial aid at the 
university, hocn cut down, b.-.t ^uch .ts it 
is. a smu'l imt definite .in-iiinv, might be 
placed aside ^vith the object in view of 
building uj) towards a sum that would be 
of some practical use. 

The reput:'.lion of our library is too 
impcirlant lo .ieopardize by either cutting 
(iff the purchase of books or on the other 
hand by overcrowding conditions that 
make il awkward for student and librarian 
alike.

This little bin extrcrricly valuable refer- 
ence room should noi be limited to a cer- 
tain number of books but should be in- 
creased, withiu reason, into a.ç large a 
separate library as po-^sibk.
